The men set two bombs, he said, 
and then ru shed him to the.r a u to­ 
mobile ou tside. 
They bou nd 
his 
feet and hands with rope and sped 
away with him. 
Firem en H u nted Body 
Before the car reached the city 
limits. E isenbart said, the exp los­ 
ions occu rred. 
T he m en took him 
abou t a mile ou tside the city and 
du mp ed him ou t. 
Eisenbart work ed 
his bonds loose and retu rned to the 
scene of the wreck ed bu ilding to 
find firemen seek ing his body amid 
the debris. 
The new p lant was opened S ep ­ 
tem ber 2 2 by dairy farm ers su p p ly­ 
ing milk to the Chicago P u re Milk 
Association. 
T he farm ers p reviou s­ 
ly had been collecting their milk at
